Program to provide for the active recruitment of 
handicapped persons for employment within each 
department and agency of the Government of Guam. 
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I further order that each department and agency 
director make a concerted and personal effort to 
expand the awareness within their department or 
agency with respect to handicapped persons and the 
unique contributions such persons can make to our 
island and her society and to expand to full 
recognition of the talents and abilities of 
handicapped persons in the Territory of Guam.
